Mr. Watsu said he could give gentlemen a defini- 
tion of Locofoco, [Several voices, “ Let’s have it.”] 
Mr. W. went on to say that Locofoco meant that which, 
when rubbed, took fire and diffused light—but which 
was apt to burn people’s fingers, unless they dropped it 
very suddenly. [Laughter.] 

Mr, Saumway characterized this proposition as one 
to abolish the names ofthings—leaving the things them- 
selves in existence—things which would exist, do what 
we would, so long as the science of law survived. The 
names proposed to be abolished were the names of cer- 
tain instruments of law—of certain writs necessary to 
bring parties into court—for instance the cozias ad 
salisfaciendum—and it was of no sort of importance 
what the writ was called. To illustrate the spirit of 
improvement now abroad, Mr. S. alluded to the fact that 
the late Convention, whilst they abolished the name of 
supreme court commissioner, in the same breath aimost, 
went on and created the thing itself, 

_ Mr. Pernins illustrated the degree of abridgment and 
simplification to which we should arrive in all this busi- 
ness, by giving a long definition of a capias. 

Mr. T. Smiru, in the course of some remarks in ridi- 
cule of this idea of abolishing these old law terms, said 
perhaps we had better abolish Greek and Latin by law, 
altogether—reserving the German, however, which was 
stillin use among some of his constituents. But he 
suggested, that there might be a difficulty in determin- 
ing what words were pure English—so closely allied 
wis the Enalish and German, and French and Latin. 

Mr. Suu read from Henry the 6th, passages illustra- 
tive of Jack Kadeism. 

Mr. B.opcerr defined the capias ad respondendum to 
mean catching a man and holding him, and choking him 
until he spoke. So he was informed. If these phrases 
were so easily translated, they ought toabe Anglicised, 

Mr. Bascom hoped the amendment would be recon- 
sidered. It was a small matter in the way of legal re 
form, and might excuse some from going any further in 
that direction. It only abolished the names of things, 
and we have more important business in hand. 

Mr. Sickves expressed his surprise to hear the gen- 
tleman last up oppose this amendment—particularly 
since that gentleman had so often rebuked others here 
for using Latin terms in debate, which the gentleman 
professed not to understand, He charged the gentle- 
man from Seneca also with murdering Latin in his last 
speech; and yet the gentleman resisted this attempt to 
discard the use of Latin in our laws. 

The vote was here taken, and the amendment recon- 
sidered and rejected. 

The committee then rose and reported progress. 


On Saturday, the 27th ult. another humbug was at- 
tempted in relation to the ridiculous proceedings at the 
Tabernacle last week, in relation to the Immigrant Bill: 
The Speaker presented from his Chair the proceedings 
of the meeting at the Tabernacle, in relation tothe Immi- 
grant bill; [Mr. Small moved that the usual number of 
this document.be printed. Mr. Walsh hoped the mo- 
tion would not prevail. All had seen the proceedings 
inthe papers, and knew them to be a perfect farce—a 
humbug from beginning toend. Mr. Balcom moved to 
refer to the printing committee, which was agreed to.] 

After this the House went into Committee of the 
Whole, Mr. Gould in the Chair, and took up the bill 
appointing commissioners of the code and to simplify 
and abridge legal practice and proceedings. 


Mr. Wats moved to amend by striking out the names 
of Messrs. Loomis and Hill and inserting those of Geo. 
Emmous and Peter Corvin. Also to insert a provision 
requiring the commissioners to discard all Latin and 
other foreign terms, and every form of proceeding not 
necessary to the security of the rights of parties. This 
substitution of names would give the lawyers one man 
of the six commissieners—which would be a reasonable 
proportion, regulating the number ef the profession 
compared with the entire population. He had a word 
te say in favor ofthe men he had named—not, how- 
ever, from any hope of carrying the motion, for it was 
sufficiently evident, from what had transpired here, that 
the legal gentlemen were determined to control the 
balance. Whenever a word was said about excluding 
lawyers, not only respectable lawyers, but every paltry 
pettifogner, who lived by setting their fellow men against 
each other, and at once raised :he cry of attempted pro- 
scription—and yet, there was no class or profession so 
fully represented here, regarding their numbers in com- 
parison with that of the people—and in all legislative 
bodies, as the legal profession. So much for the names 
he proposed to insert here. As to the other matter, the 
exclusion of all Latin terms from our laws—he took oc- 
casion the other day to ask for a reason why they should 
not be excluded, and what an answer he got to the ques- 
tion! It reminded him of the answer given by the 
Irishman who was asked whether he understood French. 
* No, but I’ve got a brother who plays on the German 
flute.” [Langhter.] In reply to his question, his mod- 
est and very scrupulous friend from Livingston (Mr. 
Sill) read what appeared to be a violent attack on 
homeopathic Thompsonianism. Mr. W. could rot ex- 
actly determine what it was, for it was as difficult to 
catch the gentleman’s words as it was hiseye. Again, 
his impulsive, but abstemious friend from Scoharrie, 
(Mr. T. Smith) sard the proposition to dispense with 
these outlandish terms reminded him of a proposition 
once made in the house to abolish seduction and adulte- 
ry by law—“ seduction and adultery are hereby abol- 
ished.” Mr, W. had ofiea heard of the ruling passion 
being strong in death; and he piously and earnestly 
prayed that this allusion was not to be taken as an omin- 
ous foreboding of his chaste friend’s dissolution.— 
{Laughter.] Mr. W. went on to say that his motion 
was carried by a large majority. And what then? 
The same ridiculous farce was enacted here that had 
been repeatedly enacted before, when men had vged in 
accordance with the honest promptings of their hearts. 
The vote was reconsidered, at the direction of a few 
men who walked about this hall like the witches in 
Macbeth, evoking the spirits with the cry of “ get up,” 
“get up.” [Great laughter, at Mr. W.’s imitation of 
the manner in which this was done and said] Mr. W. 
respectfully suggested whether it was becoming the dig- 
nity of legislators, thus to succomb, with the servility 
of spaniels, to the beck of certain men here—and vote 
diametrically against ve honest dictates of their hearis 
five minutes afier? Mr. W. went onto say that he 
should have moved to strike out all three of these names; 
but that the Senate had had the discrimination to insert 
the name of David Graham in the bill—a man who re- 
tained the stamp of God Almighty’s coin, to as high a 
degree of perfection as arfy man in this State.

ple of this state—for he knew him to be a man of suffi- 
cient intellect tod iscern what was right, and of that no- 
bleness of nature that never failed to follow the dictates 
of his own honest judgment. 

Mr. Fanpers called for a division of the question, 
He was in favor of the latter branch of the amendment, 
but opposed to insertng the new names. 

» Mr. Wacsu assented to that division of the question, 

Mr. FLanDers went on to say that he knew nothing 
ot the persons named by the gentleman from New York 
or their qualifications, and could not of course vote for 
them. e should himself move to strike out some ot 
these names and insert others—and because he was the 
friend of legal reform, and he meant more by that than 
he suspected some of those named in the bill meant by 
it. He could vote for no man on this commission that 
he did not know to be thoroughly, radically and heariti- 
ly in favor of substantial reform. As to the other 
brench of the amendment, he was for discarding the 
use of all Latin and other foreign terms in pleadings 
and practice, and he believed it practicable, notwith- 
standing all the bugbears suggested the other day, when 
the subject of codification was up. He believed that all 
our laws and all our pleadings might be in the English 
language—and that it should be made the duty of these 
commissioners to accomplish that object. He was 
aware of the tenacity with which men who had been 
trained to a certain system of practice and pleadings 
clung to it, and with what alarm they regarded any at- 
tempt at innovation. Hence no doubt the allusion to 
Jack Cadeism, as illustrated by Shakspear, with which 
we had been favored. But these things should not de- 
ter intelligent men from looking abuses in the face, or 
from applying a remedy, if found to be within reach of 
aremedy, At all events, no such desunciations or re- 
bukes, come from what quarter they might, would re- 
strain him from pursuing what he thought his duty.— 
He could see no cause for alarm at a proposition that 
our laws, which were to be the rule of action for the 
citizen, shou!d be in a language intelligible to them as 
well as to a particular profession. This was perfectly 
practica)le as well in pleading, asin the laws—and it 
was idle for gentlemen to undertake to ridicule the pro- 
position, by giving definitions of writs, longer than the 
writs themselves, The words “a writ of arrest to 
answer,” were as short as the words “capias ad res- 
pondendum ”—and so of most other ancient terms in 
use now. TheEnglish language was equal to express- 
ing all the writs in words fully as expressive and brief 
as Latin, and'intelligible to all. 

Mr, T.. Smira doubted the utility of substituting for 
terms that had become well understood, translations of 
them—such as “under a penalty ” for subpena, or “to 
come” for venire, 

Mr. Wash suggested “ compulsory summons” for 
subpena. 

The questien on striking out the name of Messrs. 
Loomis and Hill, and insert as proposed by Mr. Walsh. 
was here negatived— Mr. W. only rising in the affir- 
mative, and remarking that he stood like a pillar of fire 
in the desert. 

The question recurring on the second hranch of Mr. 
W.’s amendment, directing that all Latin and other for- 
eign terms should be discarded, 

Mr. Deve tn, in reply to Mr. Flanders, said the laws 
were now required to be in English, except the names 
of certain processes—and that if we discarded all Latin 
terms, he suggested that we might have to discard the 
name of Smith, which had its derivation from one of 
the appellations of Apollo. : 

Me. Wats inquired where the gentleman derived his 
authority for associating the classical name of Apollo 
with that of Smith? [Laughter.] ; 

Mr. Devetin was understood to give Bulwer as his 
authority. 

Mr. .. Smiru replied in some playful remarks to some 
allusions to himseif personally. 

Mr. Wacsa regarded all that liad been said in oppo- 
sition to the exclusion of Latin and otker outlandish 
terms from the pleadings and Jaws, as idle and despic- 
able quibbling. So long as all languages would be 
translated into English—even the laws of God—it was 
strange if the laws of the land could not be. 

Mr. Buoss proposed to qualify Mr. W.’s amendment 
“ as far as practicable.” 

Mr. Watsm assented to that, and his amendment was 
agreed to, 65 in the affirmative. 

After a squabble between two members { Blodgett and 
Upham) of a most ridiculous and disgraceful character, 

Mr. RorHerForD said that on coming into the House 
he heard one of his colleagues (Mr.- Walsh) paying 
a just tribute to the character of Mr. Graham, and Mr. 
R. rose to endorse every word said in his favor. For 
if there was a man in the whig party who commanded 
the respect of the democracy of New York, that man was 
David Graham; and he felt bound to support Mr. G, 
as one of this commission, in preference to any whig 
from Genesee, whether layman or lawyer. 

Mr. Bascom urged thatthe kind of legal reform we 
were to expect would depend entirely on the opinions of 
the persons selected for thiscommission. He had great 
confidence in Mr. Loomis and Mr. Peters, for they 
were on record in favor of radical reform—Mr. Graham 
was not, so far as he knew. 

The committee here rose for the purpose of taking up 
the General Appropriation Bill, which had come back 
from the Senate with amendments. The House con- 
curred. 

The House then went back into committee, and Mr. 
Bascom corcluded. 

Mr. Devettn, in reply, read a letter from Mr. Gra- 
ham, explaining his views on the subject of legal re- 
form. 

Mr. Biopcerr characterized it as a begging letter, 
which Mr. Peters would be the last man to send here, 

Mr. Watsn remarked that as this matter had been 
delayed beyond the dinner hour, he saw no impropriety 
in keeping it up until dark. He rose to set this matter 
right—not to interfere between the two gentlomen from 
Genesee, nor to detract from the merits of Mr. Peters— 
for he would not have it supposed, if Mr. Graham was 
appointed on this commission, that it was a triumph 
over a mere human bull-frog. [Laughter.] He had 

reat respect for the gentleman from Genesee (Mr. 
Blodgett and for his sincerity and og | of purpose; 
and he regarded it asan evidence of Mr. P.’s qualifica- 
tions and fitness, that they had enlisted so warmly in 
his behalf, the efforts of the gentleman from Genesee.— 
As to Mr. Graham, whatever he may have written two 
years ago, he wrote with reference to the practice of that 
day, and no doubt with the honest sincerity which 
characterized the man. Mr. G. was a man of enlarged 
views, splendid capacities and of a generous and mag- 
nanimous heart—a man who, if appointed on this com- 
mission, would devote all his efforts and abilities to car- 
ry out all reforms which he might deem calculated to 
subserve the public irterest. Mr. W. knew him well— 
and though not wedded to the profession, Mr. W. was 
the last man to join ina crusade against any profession. 
Mr. G. stood high in the estimation of every man in the 
state whose opinions were entitled tothe slightest re- 
spect. No man was more ready to step forward, with- 
out fee or reward, to the defence of the persecuted. He 
desired it to be understood that he preferred David Gra- 





ham for any post in the gift of the people, to any man in 
the state. If run for Governor to morrow, against the 
best man in his, Mr. W.’s party, he should have Mr. 
W.’s vote in defiance of any consequences 

The committee here refused to strike out Mr. Graham, 
17 only in the affirmative, 

On Monday last the question came up in Committee 
of the whole, again on the codification of the laws. 

The question recurred on Mr. Balcom’s motion to 
strike out the following clause, (as amended on motion 
of Mr. Walsh) prescribing the duties of the commission: 

“ To perform the duties therein specified ; and it shall 
be the duty of the said commission to provide for the 
abolition of the present forms of action and pledges in 
cases at common law, for a uniform course of proceed- 
ings in all cases, whether of legal or equitable cogniz- 
ance, and for the abandonment of all Latin and other 
foreign terms, as far as the same shall be by them 
deemed practicable, and of any form and proceeding 
not necessary to ascertain or preserve the rights of 
parties.” 

And to insert the words of the Constitution : 

““ Whose duty it shall be to revise, reform, simplify 
and abridne the rules and practice, pleadings, forms and 
proceedings of the eourts of records of this state, and to 
report thereon to the legislature, subject to their adop- 
tion and modification from time to time.” 

Mr. Batcom’s motion was lost, and the clause as 
amended by Mr. Walsh remains. 

On the question of salaries, Mr. Wats proposed 
$600 instead of $2500. The motion was lost. 

Mr. Watsu then moved to place the term of the 
Commissioner’s service, under the control of the Legis- 
lature. This was lost. 

And the Committee then rose and reported progress. 





Albany Correspondence. 

The following letter from our correspondent in Al- 
bany ought to have reached us on Thursday morning 
last, in time for publication in last week’s paper. This 
is evident by the post mark upon it. It did not, how- 
ever reach us until Friday noon; and must by gross 
carelessness here have lain inthe New York post office 
over 24 hours. We shall try and have such abuses 
corrected. 

From our Albany Correspondent. 
Avsany, March 22, 1847. 

Since | last addressed you, there has been any quan- 
tity of fun, as wellasrascality going on here. A num- 
ber of your city officials have been up here several times 
during the winter on various sneaking, secret lobbying 
schemes, in most of which they have been entirely frus- 
trated by the vigilent integrity of Mike. ‘The Baccha- 
nalian reycis which these scamps enjoyed in company 
with the servilely available portion of the New York 
delegation, will doubtless cost your city treasury a pret- 
ty nice sum. The public are all anxious to see the 
“Alms House Bill,” or as it has been nicknamed, “ Im- 
migrant Bill,” come back from the Senate, as it is ge- 
nerally supposed that Mike will tear it to pieces, and 
castigate the miserable knaves by whom it was got up. 
It never would have passed the lower House were it 
not that its friends purposely kept it back until he had 
gone to New York, and then during his absence shoved 
it through without opposition. The pilot monopoly 
bill which was so successfully assailed by Mike some 
weeks since, has been taken out of the hands of the 
committee to whom it was referred with instructions to 
so alter it that the business should be thrown open to 
‘all compelent persons.” The paltry and despicable 
system of bribery, pettifogging and bargaining by 
which this result has been accomplished, is disgraceful 
and humiliating in the extreme, Oyster suppers and 
champaigne were the order ofthe day—and right—dur- 
ing the interim. A more disgraceful monopoly than 
that which this infamous bill proposes to establish never 
yet cisfigured the Statute book of any State in the Un- 
ion, Besides, those who voted for it, for a considera- 
tion, the lawyers went it almost to a man, as strongly 
establishing a precedent by which their own vile mo- 
nopoly may be perpetuated. Every doctor, ditto. It 
yet remains to be seen what effect Mike’s arguments 
have produced upon the Senate. 

On the final passage of this most absurd and mon- 
strous bill, the whole of the New York delegation, with 
the exception of Mike, Sickles and Develin, voted Are, 
as did also Watson, Bloss and Bascom, the professed 
reformers. These are the chaps that Mike a short time 
since, during a debate, facetious!y and happily styled, 
“ ginger pop and pea-nut reformers.” 

Several rich scenés have occurred since my last, in 
which Mike was, as usual, the prominent actor, The 
following isa faint sketch of some of them: 

Afier a very long and somewhat prosy debate had 
been going on in relation to an item in the supply bill, 
Mr, Baker of Lewis county rose in a manner so august 
and imposing as to leave but little doubt on the mind of 
any one present, of his real bona-fide intention to eon- 
sume an hour ortwo, Those who had preceded him 
had mumbled over their miserable rhapsodies without 
receiving the slightest attention from any ene, Noth- 
ing but talking, coughing, and loud cries of “ question,” 
Mr. Beers who usually endeavors to open exceedingly 
wise and dignified, looked on this occasion as if he real- 
ly expected to lull this tempest around him into a death- 
like stillness by the first lisp of his magic and command- 
ing voice. But alas for the frailty of human judgment, 
he had no sooner opened his mouth, to unburthen his 
bosom of a portion of its overflowing surplus, when his 
ears were assailed from every section of the House with 
that (to anxious orators) worse than death-knell sound 
of “ question f” “‘ question!” 

Mr. Baxga—(continutng in half pantomine)—Let no 
gentleman, sir, sup-pose-for-a-moment-that I-am going- 
to be-silenced by the cry of—“ question,” 

(Loud laughter and renewed cries of “ question,” 
* question.”) A scene of indescribable confusion en- 
sued, in which nothing was heard but “ question,” 
“ question,” and a perfect tempest of laughter, amid 
which the enraged representative from Lewis vehement- 
ly sawed the air with his arms, and indignantly bob- 





bed his head in every direction, but whether there were 
any words to suit his energetic action or not, it was ut- 


terly impossible to ascertain. At this stage ofthe pro- 
ceedings, quiet was instantly restored by Mike, who 
jumped up and called out in a voice of thunder : 

Mr. Cuatnman—I rise to a question of order, 

CuairnmaN—The gentleman from New York rises to a 
question—he has the floor. 

Mike—I call attention, sir, to the 14th rule of the 
House, which is as follows: ‘ While a member is 
speaking, no member shal! entertain any private dis- 
course,” etc. Now, sir, while aware that this rule, in 
cominon with many others, has become a perfect mock- 
ery, [ would still call the attention of the House to the 
fact that it is utterly impossible to hear a word amid 
sucha tumult as that which has been going on here 
during the last hour. (Baker looks round at Mike with 
perfect delight.) Yes, sir, what may, for all I know to 
the contrary, have been the overwhelming arguments 
and brilliant illustration of the gentleman from Lewis, 
have been utterly lost, sir, in consequence ofthis noise. 
(The joke begins to be generally appreciated—mem- 
bers smile and Baker looks bewildered.) If gentlemen, 
sir, have no regard for the rules—if they possess no 
taste for all that is brilliant and sublime in poetry—if 
their hearts are steeled against the melting influences of 
eloquence—I yet trust and hope, sir, that they will have 
some little respect for the indomitable determination 
with which he perseveres, in proud defiance of the most 
unmistakeable evidences of their dissatisfaction. 

Baker frowned most awfully during the delivery of 
the latter portion of this sentence, but instantly on its 
termination, he evinced his good sense by dropping in 
his séat as if his legs had been knocked from under 
him, exclaimieg with a smile as he landed in the chair: 
Well, I guess Mike is right—it ain’t much use, The 
finale was hailed with a loud, long and universal shout 
of laughter from all parts of the House. 

The next day the following rich scene took place be- 
tween Mike and Pottle of Ontario: 

The latter, who isa very conceited, talkative whig 
lawyer, while replying to some remarks of Mr, Sickles, 
said very contemptuously: I care nothing at all about 
you—I don’t want to explain any thing to you—it is to 
the House I am explaining—(then with great emphasis) 
—I have, sir, but a very light opinion of any gentleman 
who, after having read my published speeches, will un- 
dertake to misquote me, etc. 

As.soon as he had concluded, Mike, seeing no one 
about to reply to him, got up and said : 

Mr. Cuatnman—The manner in which this debate 
has been conducted during the last three days, reminds 
me of the flying horse at Hoboken—an unceasing and 
wearisome running round of the same arguments. But 
my object in rising is not to protract the debate, but 
simply to refer to the position assumed by my very 
modest friend from Ontario. That gentleman, sir, said, 
“ that (here Mike mimicked him to the perfection to the 
evident satisfaction of the House,) he had a very light 
opinion of any gentleman who should undertake to mis- 
quote him after having read his published speeches.” — 
The gentleman is certainly most exceedingly modest in 
supposing that any one, besides himself, has ever read 
his published speeches. [f, sir, he labors under any 
such silly and childish delusion, I can but inform him 
that his vanity immeasurably transcends his judgment. 
(Roars of laughter, and Pottle twisting on his chair as 
though he was sitting on pins and needles.) Why, sir, 
if it were advertised to-day that an individual was to 
be exhibited at the Museum to-night, who, it could be 
proved, had performed the onerous and unprofitable 
task of wading through one of them, I would most glad- 
ly pay a quarler to look at bim as a natural curiosity. 

Porrte—(After a minute’s pause)—Mr, Chairman— 
hem!—all I have to say sir, is—hem !—is, sir, that— 
hem!—I have read more of the—hem!—published 
speeches of the gentleman from New York than I have 
of all the members of this House put together. 

Mixe—-(Laughing)—Quite likely—-I don’t make 
speeches for Buncombe—neither do | write out or pub- 
lish ones which I never delivered. My speeches, even 
such as they are reported here, are read by every honest 
and intelligent person throughout the country. Thou- 
sands have read volumes about Napoleon, of whom Na- 
poleon never even heard a word, and I am extremely 
gratified to hear the evidence which the gentleman has 
given of claims to taste and intellect, for which I was 
previously scarcely prepared. [| regret, however, that 
even iny refined politeness will not admit of my recip- 
rocating speech reading with him. 

Here the curtain dropped amid the merriment of the 
audience, ‘ 

The next day Mike voted alone against a monopoly, 
when one of the members cried out, while he was stand- 
ing: Mike, you're alone in your glory this time. 

Mixe—(Smiling)—Yes, I stand like a lofty Alpine 
fir, surrounded by thistles and stink weeds, 

The same day, while in Committee of the Whole, 
Mr. Hasbrouck, (the Speaker,) assumed the absurd po- 
sition that because an appropriation had just been made 
to one monopoly, that it was improper and inconsistent 
to oppose a similar appropriation to another. “ If this 
appropriation is to be opposed,” he exultingly remarked, 
“ why, 1 would ask, was the other made.” 

Mixe—The reply to that is very simple indeed. It 
was made because there were nct enough ‘= honest 


democrats in the house to vote against it. his served 
as a clencher. gi 


iy We are delighted to see thatthe Legislature have 
had sense enough to appoint David Graham, of this 
city, one of the Revisers of Law Practice in this State. 
No better choice could possibly have been made. But 
they have acted like the cow who gave a good pail of 
milk and then kicked it over, by appointing old Loomis 
of Herkimer, his associate ; for he is a stupid, muddle- 
headed chap, who will mystify anything twice as fast 
as David can make a proposition plain and 
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The Misconduct of the General Gov- 
ernment in regard to the Mexican 
War. 

When the War at present existing between this coun- 
try and Mexico shall have been concluded, the people 
of the United States wil! most heartily and intensely 
curse the present Administration for their imbecility, 
their gross favoritism and corruption, and their stupid 
efforts to destroy General Taylor and the gallant little 
band of patriots that are and have been under his ccm- 
mand, since he first landed at Corpus Christi up to the 
present moment. 





It is now the month of April, 1847. Over two years 
ago Gen. Taylor was ordered out of Texas, to land at 
Corpus Christi, thence to proceed onward tothe Rio 
Grande, and take up a position somewhere nearly oppo- 
site to Matamoros, in order to protect our frontier from 
invasion by the Mexicans, and the inhabitants of that 
region from their violence. He went there; obeyed the 
orders of the General Government implicitly, although 
unprovided with the proper means of attack and defence; 
and although he repeatedly requested and even implored 
the War Department to send him the requisite munitions 
of war, they never were sent, 

Many brave and most valuable men were shamefully 
sacrificed at Fort Brown, and in the battles of the 8th 
and 9th of May; and also at Monterey, on account of 
the blunders, corruptions, and general rascality of the 
managing, or rather mismanaging parties at Washing- 
ton. For want of the necessary rangers and scouts, poor 
Col. Cross was lassoved and butchered; so was Lt. 
Porter ; so with Lt. Ritehie, and so with all the gallant 
men who have been most brutally butchered in cold 
blood by the Mexicans within the two last years. And 
these rangers could have been had to serve in the ranks 
of the Army, and in fact were in the field ready for ac- 
tive service, when, by the senseless, besotted stupidity 
of Marcy and the donkeys around him who undertook 
to advise him, they were ordered to disband and return 
totheir homes. And with the exception of the few gal- 
lant men belonging to the corps of Texas Rangers who 
fought under Worth at Monterey, there have been no 
mounted men fit or able to cape with the rancheros in 
their Guerilla mode of warfare. The evidence of this 
stupidity was still further displayed by the President 
and Marcy in their recent contemptible appointments 
under the Ten Regiment Bill. Here we had tke mel- 
ancholy spectacle of seeing Col. Jack Hays—who has 
been a Texas Ranger, and in the saddle daily for the 
last fifteen years, fighting against the Indians and Mex- 
icans—appointed by Mr. Polk a Captain of Infantry in 
one of the Ten Regiments to be raised under the last act 
of Congress; whilst a whipper-snapper of a boy—a 
poor thing a little over 20 years of age, and who had 
never seen any active or Other military service whatever 
—a son of Lewis Cass—was appointed a Major in the 
Dragoons, to be raised under the same act of Congress, 
He being appoirted to that highly honorable post for 
the sole reason that he was the son of Lewis Cass, the 
fellow that wrote that miserable mess of slabber and 
balderdash in praise of the despicable Louis Philippe 
and his corrupt aid contemptible Court. 

In every instance, almost, of the various appointments 
of the officers to the ten Regiments under this new act, 
the same blundering, corruption, favoritism, fraud or 
stupidity, has been displayed by President Polk and 
that corrupt old political hack, Wm. L. Marcy. In 
scarcely an instance bas there been a good or an appro- 
priate appointment; bnt in nearly every case, a member 
of Congress, ora son, brother, nephew, or cousin of 
some corrupt Congressman, who sold his votes and 
would have sold his soul on the same terms, has receiv- 
ed the appointment. And where there have not been 
enough places to appoint all these poor corrupt lick-spit- 
tles to in the Army, they have had their stupid sons 
thrust into the aristocratic shelter at Annapolis, to be 
transmogrified into midshipmen, if possible, or pursers, 
chaplains, or anything they can get or lay hold of, pro- 
vided it gives them the chance of feeding for life at the 
public crib, or of stealing the public money. 

Such has been only a small part of the blundering and 
roguery on the part of Marcy and Polk in relation to 
their mismanagement of this Mexican War; and yet 
the brazen-faced conductors of the Hoe boy Gazette had 
the impudence to say on Wednesday that “ al! the mili- 
tary appointments have been approved with the great- 
est unanimity by the whole nation.” Was there ever 
such a gross and frightfully bare-faced lie as this? The 
same disgusting sheet goes onto say that no clamor has 

been raised against any military appointment, except 
that of Jonathan D. Stevenson, and that this complaint 
arose from personal and political feelings to this poor 
cm Stevenson himself, who, says the Hoe-bey Gazette, 

exhibited no want of skill or energy.” Now, can un- 
blushing, wholesale, lying impudence go farther than 
this? Skill? ; Why, the poor, worthless, corrupt wretch 
has not a particle of skill, except in wholesole lying, and 
the daily commission of the vilest political and other 
frauds! Energy’? Yes, indeed; energy enough in the 
commission of every thing that is low, base, grovelling 
and beastly. Why, Marcy and Polk ought to have 
been impeached and driven out of the country for their 
appointment of so notorious and outrageous a scamp as 
this wretched mass of garbage called sometimes Jona. 
than D, Stevenson, and sometimes by various other 
names not quite so disreputable as that most notorious 
and universally despised cognomen. 

But in other respects, the administration have behaved 
most shamefully and deserve impeachment. After sac- 
Fificing the life of that glorious officer, Major Brown, 


for want of mortars, and Ringgold and others for want 
ofa proper siege train, they gave Gen. ‘Taylor no means 
of crossing the Rio Grande to pursue the retreating army 
of the Mexicans, and no means of following them on 
the road to Monterey. Had the War Department fur- 
nished him with proper supplies to effect this most de- 
sirable object, the whole of the Mexican Army would 
have been cut to pieces or dispersed before it reached 
Camargu; Monterey, Saltilic, Tampico, and even Vera 
Cruz would have all fallen into our hands, within 3 
months after the battle of Palo Alto. Instead of this, 
our army has lost thousands of brave men and officers, 
millions of money have been expended, Gen. ‘Taylor 
and the flower of the army have been on the very verge 
of utter annihilation; and the Mexican War is no near- 
er to a conclueion or definite settlement now than it was 
two yeurs ago. 

Let us not be mistaken. Wego forthis war. Wego 
for whipping the Mexicans so badly that they will be 
compelled to behave decently to all our citizens in par- 
ticular, and to the world in general, from now to the end 
of their lives, or their existence as a nation. But we 
condemn an infernally stupid and corrupt Administra- 
tion and War Department, that either from ignorance 
or villainy protracts this war to four times the length it 
Ought to be extended to; that causes it to cost cen times 
as much as it ought to cost; that allows the best Gene- 
ral the Mexicans have got to return from exils and pass 
our blockading squadrons with impunity and a pass- 
port; that keeps our gallant Navy dilly-dallying about 
in the Gulf—ordered to do one thing to-day, only to have 
the order countermanded on the morrow; that orders 
Scott to strip Taylor of all his best men—his veterans 
of four fights—and gives him only about 5,000 raw vol- 
unteers to fight against 25,000 of the picked infantry aad 
cavalry of the Mexican Army; that deprives Taylor 
of all scouts, spies or rangers, so that all the most impor- 
tant official despatches are stopped, intercepted and car- 
riod to the Mexican Generals, who are thus enabled to 
frustrate all our plans for the campaign; and that when 
complained of for all this shocking misconduct, turn 
round and abuse Taylor, and swear that he alone is to 
blame for all. 

These are the things that we complain of, asa few 
amongst hundreds of others; and that compel us to say 
that this country never was cursed with a more corrupt, 
imbecile or ignorant Government since it has been a Re. 
public. 





Mike Walsh in Albany. 

Again has Mike greatly distinguished himself in the 
Legislature, during the past weck, by his manly, sensi- 
ble and thoroughly independent course upon all the sub- 
jects that have been brought onthe carpet. It will be 
remembered that on a previous occasion he had, after 
considerable exertion, succeeded in getting a vote in the 
Committee of the Whole in favor of striking out all the 
ridiculous jargon and humbugging nonsense contained 
in the Latin phrases used in what are commonly called 
legal documents, but which are too frequently of the 
most illegal, unjust and infamous character. 


When the question came up on Thursday of last 
week, on the appointment of the Commissioners of the 
Code, he then moved to strike out the names of the three 
lawyers, Walworth, Worden and Collier, because they 
would be sure to mystify the laws instead of simplify- 
ing them; and to insert the names of three plain, intelli- 
gent and honest mechanics. But this was too honest 
and independent a measure, and was overruled. Mike 
then insisted that these Code Commissioners should 
make all their reports entirely in English, and gave some 
of the best arguments in favor thereof that were ever 
used in any deliberative body, as may be seen by turn- 
inz to our report of the debate upon the first page of this 
day’s paper. This was on the motion to reconsider the 
vote by which his proposition had been carried but a few 
days before. Well, curruption again triumphed, and 
the oyster suppers, champagne parties, and other kind- 
of bribery had done their work with a certain class of 
imbeciles and turn coats who don’t know their own 
mind five minutes together, urged on by an infamously 
corrupt pack of ehyster lawyers, who were lobbying 
round there, and who were admirably described and 
scored by Mike in his speech of Saturday, and the for- 
mer vote to exclude all this beastly Latin jargon and 
old humbug mystification was reconsidered, and Mike's 
original amendment was voted down, 

But the occasion gave him a good opportunity to de- 
liver a most scorching and withering denunciation of 
those vagabond harpies calling themselves iawyers, who 
prey upon the life blood of the hard-working portion of 
the community, and whose beastly occupation would be 
gone ifall law proceedings were simplified and put into 
plain English, And he at the same time took occasion 
to pay a most eloquent and just tribute to one of the best 
of men, as well as lawyers, that the city contains—we 
mean David Graham, Esq. An infamous attempt had 
been made by a most rotten clique to exclude the name 
of this eminent and truly great man from the list of 
Commissioners who are to be appointed to abridge and 
simplify legal proceedings and practice. And through 
the energy and eloquence of Mike’s support of him, the 
clique was blown to the devil, and Mr, Graham’s name 
retained, for which the whole state have deep reason to 
thank Mike Walsh. He has probably done more good 
for the wholecommunity by that one act, than all the 
other members of the Assembly have done or can do 
during the whole Session. 


We also pulish another of the excellent letters of our 
regular Albany correspondent, who details some very 
rich scenes between Mike and two or three other mem- 
bers, the particulars of which (being the best part of the 
Assembly proceedings) are always omitted by the Al- 
bany papers. This letter of our correspondent ought 
to have reached us in time for publication last week, 
but we did not get it till Friday noon, after our paper 
had gone to press. This is owing to the disgraceful 
manner in which the post office department is at present 
conducted. A letter to be received here on Wednesday 
morning has to be deposited in the Albany post office 
before 9 P.M. more than ten hours vefore the morning 
train starts—and very often they won’t put it in at that, 
The office holders throughout the whole country sre fast 
filling the cup of their iniquity, and the hour of retribu 
tion is approaching.

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Great Battle in Mexico. 

At last we have some authentic news relative to the 
actual cordition of Gen. Taylor, at or near Saltillo, and 
of the last very severe fight which he has had with Santa 
Anna; andthe result proves that the gallant Old Hero 
was perfectly right in sticking to the position which he 
had laid down for himseif just beyond Saltillo, at a 
place cailed Bueno Vista, 

It will be remembered that Gen ‘Taylor was directed 
by Gen. Scott to fall back from Saltillo and enntrench 
himself at Monterey. Taylor, although stripped of all 
his regulers except 300 by Scott, through the orders of 
that stupd blusderer, Bill Marcy, (and the jackasses 
in the War Department who are his advisers,) and hav- 
ing only about 4000 effective fighting men—all volun- 
teers—to rely upon, said that he would not retreat from 
Saltillo. And he gave vood reasons for this. He said 
he wouly take up his position at Agua Nueva, a place 
about 16 io 20 miles from Saltilio on the road to San 
Luis Potosi; first because there was abundance of good 
water there as the name of the place, Agna Nueva (new 
or Fresh Water) implies; secondly, because he wished 
to fight Santa Anna there, because all! the distance be- 
tween Agna Nueva and San Luis Potosi was a barren 
desert; and Santa Anna’s large army of 25,000 men 
would be pretty well exhausted by the time they had 
marched that 300 miles between San Luis and Agua 
Nueva; thirdly, because if he abandoned Saltillo he 
would give up the possession of the rich and fertile val- 
ley of Parras, Durago, &c. whence he could get plenty 
of ison and all sorts of valuable supplies for his army; 
and hedid not wish to give Santa Anna an unresisted, 
or unmolestee, or any kind of a chance to obtain pos- 
session of so splendid a source for obtaining supplies ; 
fourthly, that if he (Gen, Taylor) abandoned his posi- 
ton in advance of Saltillo, and fell back according to 
Gen. Scott’s directions on to Monterey, why, that then 
he would be giving Santa Anna a most splendid chance 
of entrench nz himself with his 25,000 picked men in the 
town of Salillo; runthe risk of losing a great part of 
his baggage and wagons, (including 10 wagons of gold 
and silvc); also, enable Santa Anna to push forward 
a strong advance column of cavalry, infantry and some 
20 or 39 guns of his battery of 50 pieces of superb ar- 
t lery—long eighteens and twenty-fours at that—and to 
plant himself in the celebrated Rineonada Pass, whence 
i: might be found very difficult for less than 20,000 men 
to dislodge him, and only then at a tremendous sacrifice 
of life. 

These were the reasons that Gen. Taylor gave four ree 
maining in advance of Saltillo, even with his weak and 
very inefficient force; and most capital reasons they 
were. For if he had gone back to Monterey, Santa 
Anna wouli then have been enabled to pen him up 
there for a time, to cut off his supplies and communica - 
tions, to harrags and annoy his flanks in the worst pos- 
sible way, and perhaps t) have taken all our depots of 
provisions at Serraloo, Camargo and other towns on the 
Rio Grande, 

Through the stupidity of the War Dejiartment, and 
the blunders of Marcy in not having a proper supply of 
mounted rangers, scouts, &c. to carry the important dis- 
patches to Gen. ‘Taylor, all the orders, advices and in 
structions sent to Taylor by Gen. Scott, detailing the 
whole plan ofthe campaign, his contemplated operations 
against Vera Cruz, &c. iell into the hands of Santa 
Anna; whothus seeing the comparatively defeneeless 
situation of Gen, Taylor, determined to rushdown upon 
him with hie 25,000 men ; whilst he sent some 10,000 uf 
capital cavalry under Generals Urrea, Minor, Canales, 
Canalizo, &c. to cut off his communications between 
Monterey and Camargo, and between the latter place 
and Matamoras. 

But Old Rough and Ready, nothing daunted, deter- 
mined to stand his ground; and accordingly took up 
bis fighting position at a place cailed Bueno Vista, 
(handsome view or look-ou:) saying that it would be a 
shame to fight Santa Anna even with his large fcrce, 
immediately after they came acrosss the desert of 300 
miles; so he said he would give him a chance to refresh 
his troops with a plenty of good water, food and rest at 
Agua Nueva, and thenif he chose to come on further 
he would fight him at Bueno Vista. Santa Anna did 
all this, and then came to Bueno Vista, where the fight 
took place in the following way: 

On the 22d Santa Anna began the battle, by various 
maneuvres, attempting to outflank and terrify Old 
Rough and Ready. On that day the battle was confin- 
ed to skirmishing and cennonading, without much ef- 
fect on either. 

In the mean time Santa Anna had sent alurge force 
to Gen. Taylor's rear, but our artillery opened upon 
tnam with great effect, and they were soon compelled to 
withdraw. On the 234 the battle commenced in real 
earnest, and raged with great violence during the whole 
day. ‘ 

The Americans did not want.to be attacked, but with 
the most daring impunity charged on the enemy with 
loud huzzas, their officers leading them most gallantly. 
Gen. Taylor was every where in the thickest of the fight, 
He received a ball through his overcoat, but was not 
injured. 

Adjutant Bliss was slightly wounded at his side,— 
Adjutant Lincoln, also of the General’s staff, the intre- 
pid young oflicer who so distinguished himself at Resa- 
ca de la Palma, was killed. 

The battle of the 23. lasted from early in the morning 
till about 4 P. M. when Santa Anna drew off his army 
aud retired to Agua Nueva, to wait a reinforcement. 

Santa Anna lost over 4200 men, killed and wounded, 
which he left on the field. Gen. Taylor lost 700 men 
killed and wounded; amongnt whom were 27 officers 
killed and 37 wounded. Amongst the killed were: 
Col. Yell, Arkansas cavalry. 

Col. McRee, 2d. Kentucky foot. 

Lt. Col. Henry Clay,Jr. do. do, 

Col. Hardin, Illinois Brigade. 

Capt Lincoln, of the regulars and aid to Gen. Taylor. 
Besides 8 Captains and 14 Lieutenants of the volun- 
teers killed. One Captain and two Lieutenants of the 
regulars were wounded ; and one General (Lxne of la.) 
one Colonel, (Davis of Miss.) one Major (Gorman,) 
8 Captains and 23 Lieutenants (all of the volunteers, ) 
were wounded. 

Gen. Wool greatly distinguished himself in the ac- 
tion, and all the officers fought like heroes. Afier the 
battle, Gen. ‘Taylor demanded of Santa Anna an un- 
conditional surrender of his whole army, which the lat- 
ter declined; but in return requested Gen. Taylor to 
surrender immediately, Immortal be the repiy of Old 
Rough and Ready, as delivered by the gallant Lieut. 
Crittenden: “ General Taylor Never Surrenders?” 
Santa Anna’s adjutant general was captured by the 
Americans, but was afterwards exchanged. General 
Taylor occupied his ground on the 24th and 25th, 





without opposition. 





The following were the troops composing Taylor’s 
most gallant littl army : 

Washington’s and Brag's Artillery and Thomas’ 
Batteries, one squadron of the first and second drag- 
oons, the Arkansas and Kentucky Cavalry, a brigade 
of Jilinois and one also of Indiana volunteers, the first 
Mississippi and second Kentucky regiments and com- 
pany of Texas volunteers. 

Captain Hunter’s strong artillery company was not 
in the action, but had left Monterey to join General 
Taylor with six cannon, two of them being 18 pounders. 

On the Tih of March one of the Ohio regiuments also 
left Monterey to join Gen. Taylor, If these and the 
heavy artillery of Captain Prentiss arrive in time, the 
General’s heavy loss will be fully repaired, and he will 
be ready to meet Santa Anna again. 

Gen. Taylor, at the last accounts, was still maintain- 
ing his position, undisturbed by the enemy, An ex- 
change of prisoners had taken place, and Old Rough 
and Ready’s promises to Col. Marshall to get back C. 
M. Clay and his party by taking Mexican prisoners 
enough to exchange for them, has been fully redeemed 

Col. Morgan, with some 500 of the 2d Obio Rtgiment 
had cut his way through from Camargo to Monterey, 
with very little loss. Allthe towns between Camargo 
and Monterey at the last accounts were in possession of 
the enemy ; but they cannot be soat this time, as the 
reinforesments of some 3000 men landed at Brazos 
some time since, have puta stop to that fun; and if 
Santa Anna don’t keep a sharp look out, and Gen. Scott 
does his duty, his retreat to Mexico by tie latter Gene- 
ral must have been completely cut off. God send that 
it may be so.
